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DPR KOREA 
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The Matildas hopes of qualifying for the 
2008 Beijing Olympic Games have been 
effectively dashed following a 2-0 defeat 
at the hands of DPR (North) Korea at the 
BCU International Stadium in Coffs Har- 
bour yesterday. 

Two second half strikes from the 
visitors ensured a repeat of the scoreline in 
Pyongyang last week and leaves the Matil- 
das six points behind DPR Korea with two 
matches remaining. The world number five 
ranked team and the best in Asia need only 
to earn a point in their remaining matches 
against group minnows Hong Kong and Chi- 
nese Taipei to guarantee top spot and qualifi- 
cation from Group B. 

After a tight first half DPR Korea 
broke the deadlock scoring the all-important 
opening goal of the match on the hour with a 
far post close-range header from captain Ri 
Kum Suk. The match was virtually put of 
reach of their home side nine minutes later, 
and with the Matildas needing a win to stay 
level with DPR Korea, with Kim Kyong Hwa 
unleashing an unstoppable shot from outside 
the penalty area to double their advantage. 

Australia came closest to scoring 
just prior to Korea’s opening goal when mid- 
fielder Collette McCallum floated a free kick 
just over crossbar and onto the roof of the 
net. 

“Sometimes you simply get beaten 
by a better team and at the moment I would 
say that DPR Korea are probably as close to 
being as unbeatable as any women’s team 
that I have seen,” said Matildas coach Tom 
Sermanni. 

“So in that sense I am very disap- 
pointed for the players because I believe 
that had we played like we did against virtu- 
ally any other team we would have won the 
game. 

“The effort was absolutely unbelievable and 
the players gave everything possible. 

“The unfortunate thing today was 
that we were having our best spell of the 
game and had built up some good momen- 
tum when we conceded that opening goal so

that was heartbreaking.” 

In the previous group matches Aus- 
tralia defeated Hong Kong 15-0 and Chinese 
Taipei 10-0 in April, while DPR Korea won 
14-0 and 8-0 against the same opponents re- 
spectively.

Korea once in their six matches dating back 
to their first meeting in 1998.

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LIONS MAUL PHOENIX IN SOCCERPOOLS CUP 


Stirling Lions 11 South West Phoenix 1 


It was raining goals at Macedonia Park as 
Stirling Lions smashed 11 past a hapless South 
West Phoenix side in round two of the Soccer 
Pools Cup today. 

The Lions had six different players on the score 
sheet including a hat-trick from big central defender 
Kevin Henderson, braces from David Dugdale, 
Dannie Richman and Ludo Boi as well as singles 
to Phil Arnold and Daniel Micevski. Despite not 
being given much chance to win the game, Phoenix 
coach Mickey Cairns must have been bewildered 
at the defending that allowed Stirling to constantly 
bombard the goal of Ryan Montgomery. 

By half time, it was a 6-0 and game over with Phil 
Arnold, Ludo Boi and Dugdale running riot for the 
45 minutes. 

Arnold seemed to be involved with every attacking 
play for the Lions and set up the opener on nine 
minutes after bursting past the defence and squaring 
for Dugdale to slot home into the empty net. 

On 21 minutes Arnold flicked in a near post corner to 
double the Lions advantage before Dannie Richman 
bagged the first of his two goals after intercepting a 
stray Phoenix pass out wide, waltzing past a poor 
tackle from Ridson and slotting past the advancing 
keeper from the edge of the area. 

It took nine more minutes for Stirling to bag their 
third, Arnold breezing past the hapless challenge of 
Andy Cowley before squaring to Boi who smashed 
home first time from 20 yards, a goal that had the 


fans applauding. 

Phoenix keeper Ryan Montgomery’s poor kicking 
was putting his side under all sorts of pressure as 
Stirling launched wave after wave of attack and on 
40 minutes Arnold was again involved, chesting a 
cross ball down on the edge of the area before laying 
off to Micevski who blasted home low inside the 
upright. 

Just as Phoenix thought it couldn’t get any worse, 
Stirling made it six on the stroke of half-time, 
Montgomery unable to hold a stinging Boi shot 
with Dugdale knocking the rebound home from 
close range. 

Mercifully referee Mathew Cheeseman blew for 
full time without playing any injury time as Phoenix 
slumped back to the rooms dispirited. 

Within six minutes of the restart, Henderson had his 
first and Stirling’s seventh after Arnold’s trickery 
brought a rash tackle from Cowley in the box with a 
penalty the end result. 

Phoenix at last had something to cheer on 71 
minutes as Steve Suttie side footed home after a low 
Hathaway centre fell to the midfielder on the edge 
of the box. 

Stirling weren’t finished however, and hit four more 
goals in the final 12 minutes to seal an emphatic 
victory. 

Cowley lost possession near the centre circle 
allowing substitute Vas Kalogeracos to back heel 
into the path of Boi who waltzed into the box and 
fired home for his second. 

Richman had his second shortly after when he 


bundled home the loose ball following a save from 
a Kalogeracos effort. 

On 42 minutes, Henderson curled home an indirect 
free kick from just inside the area to make it double 
figures before a comical series of events led to 
another penalty and Henderson’s hat-trick. 
Kalogeracos was played through and rounded the 
keeper but with the defenders getting back to cover, 
the ex-Glory man twisted and turned back out of the 
box before Arnold took over and was dumped in the 
area by Phoenix’s James Turbitt. 

Henderson slotted the penalty to record his hat-trick 
however the score line could have shown an even 
greater winning margin but for some tremendous 
second half saves from Phoenix keeper Montgomery 
to deny Kalogeracos on a number of occasions. 
Stirling coach Mick Lyons saw his Premier division 
side just too strong for his first division opponents. 
“The lads proved too strong today and it was 
pleasing we scored so many but on the same token, 
we missed an awful lot too. Hendo was delighted, I 
think it’s the first hat-trick he has ever scored,” said 
Lyons. 

“Two of our young lads made their debuts, overall 
today we had seven lads on the pitch who were under 
the age of 19, they are our young lion cubs and I 
think they are doing well and am really pleased for 
them,” he said.

David Beckham’s recall to the 
England team paid _ dividend, 
when he set up John Terry’s 


goal in England’s 1-1 draw with 
Brazil at Wembley on Saturday. 


Beckham made a controversial move to 
leave European football at the age of 32. 
He still has a few years left, competing 
at the highest level, and has chosen a 
very different direction for the last leg 
of his football career. When he joins Los 
Angeles Galaxy the club can be confident 
that they have secured a great player and 
not just a celebrity who can sell a million 
replica shirts. But Becks does bring more. 
He is one of the biggest names in world 
football and a player who will be able to 
persuade a whole new audience to fall 
in love with ‘soccer’. He could succeed 
where Pele, George Best, Johann Cruyff 
and the whole of the 1994 USA World 
Cup failed and convert the US to the 
world’s favourite game. Surely this has 
been his reason to cross the Atlantic and 
not just because he is about to become 
possibly the highest paid sportsman in 
the United States, signing a five-year 
contract worth up to US$250m. Let’s 
face it he would be paid a fortune where 
ever he went. 


When Sir Alex Ferguson moved 
Beckham out of Manchester United, he 
responded by joining a bigger team, Real 
Madrid, with a celebrity list of galacticos. 
Unfortunately, the Spanish club was 
entering a period of trophylessness and 
instability. However, Beckham never 


gave up and has battled for his position 
and has worked hard to instil spirit 
into the squad. When he announced 
his departure for LA in January, Real’s 
manager Capello insisted that he would 
never play for Madrid again. Real’s 
president, described him as “halfan actor, 
off to Hollywood”. But he managed to 
win back the management and his recent

performances have earned him the ‘man 
of the match’ as Real Madrid are getting 
closer to a possible title and end the 
club’s longest trophy drought in half a 
century. With the Spanish title or not, 
Beckham can legitimately feel that he 
has nothing left to prove as a footballer 
in Europe. No purpose would be served 
by spending a couple of seasons at a 
smaller club in the Premiership, since 
we have seen him in his prime. 


Beckham resigned as England captain 
after the World Cup, and the new manager 
Steve McClaren immediately dropped 
him on the grounds that he wanted to 
give England a change of direction 
and thought he had plenty of younger, 
quicker alternatives for his position. If 
this was McClaren’s real reason, then 
surely he could have still been in the 
squad, and given tactical options with his 
proven ability as a match winner, able to 
create a moment of genius, which he did 
on numerous occasions to help save the 
blushes of the former England manager 
Sven. McClaren dropped him to make 
a political, strong statement that a new 
era had arrived. Unfortunately, this era 
brought bad results and abuse from 
supporters. Recalling him now looks 
like a panic measure by McClaren to 
get fans back onside and help win what 
has become a make-or-break qualifier in 
Estonia on Wednesday, not to mention 
creating extra interest in the friendly 
showpiece against Brazil. If Becks fails, 
McClaren will pay the price.

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BOTTOM’S UP TO LEON! 


New coach draws on experience to soft land the Springvale White Eagles 


ne of Australia’s quintessential 

football journeymen, Leon 
Gardikiotis, has answered _ the 
SOS of struggling Foxtel Cup side, 
Springvale White Eagles. 

The 43 year old who originally 
hails from Sydney, returns to the fold of 
local competition and is ready to make 
his mark with a team firmly entrenched 
at the foot of the Premier League 
standings. A player in the NSL during 
the early eighties with Sydney Olympic 
and St George BSC, Leon also spent 
time in the Greek First Division with 
Larissa. 

A notable highlight from that 
period was making a quarter final 
appearance in the 1984/85 European 
Cup Winners Cup before a narrow 
defeat to Dynamo Moscow ended the 
small Greek clubs European exploits 
that year. England’s Everton took out the 
silverware in that particular competition 
beating Austria’s SK Rapid Wien 3-1 in 
the final. Following Greece, Leon also 
had short stints in Germany and Chile, 
before retiring at the age of 28 due to 
back injuries. 

A return to Australia beckoned 
thereafter and the beginnings of an 
impressive coaching CV odyssey soon 
took effect. In his first appointment, Leon 
was the assistant coach of Wollongong 
City, under former Socceroo coach 
Bertie Mariani. He was also the last 
head coach of Canberra Cosmos 
before it ended its existence in the 
NSL. Coaching has also taken Leon to 
some of the world’s most exotic football 
surrounds, whereby he was the national 
senior coach of Tahiti, as well as the 
Under 17’s and 20’s coach of Fiji. 

Most recently, Leon was _ in 
charge of Panahaiki, in the Greek 2nd 
Division, up until last year. He is also an 
Associate Professor of the Brazilian FA, 
holds a Senior Coaching Diploma from 
Brazil, a UEFA “A” licence, as well as a 
FFA Senior Coaching Badge. 

No doubt, a man with his wealth 
of experience and expertise may just 
be the answer to the White Eagles’ 
prayers. Goal! Weekly caught up with 
the unassuming Leon Gardikiotis to find 
out how he was going to tackle what is 
probably the most difficult task in the 
league at the moment. 


How did you end up at Springvale White 
Eagles? 

I was doing some football consulting work 
via Sydney and the club got in touch with 
me. The president expressed to me that 
they’re in a very difficult situation with a 
limited capacity to recruit new players, 
and he asked if I’d be willing to help them 
out. The main priority is to help the club 
survive. If the club survives, then it’s got

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big plans for the future. I knew the team 
was struggling and I am fully aware of their 
predicament. But, I felt, unless I landed a 
big job overseas, I’d rather stay in Australia 
and be prepared to help them out, give it a 
go and see what we can do. 


How does it feel to be back in the coaching 
game again? 

It feels great, but don’t forget it hasn’t been 
that long since I’ve been out of it. It’s only 
been about a year, but in the meantime 
I’ve been consulting and writing coaching 
programs for various parts of the world. 
Admittedly, I haven’t been out on the field 
on a day to day basis where I’m coaching 
twice a day in a professional environment 
with full-time players, but I’m adapting to 
my new environment. 


Considering the situation that you’re in 
at Springvale, what’s the immediate plan 
of attack to turn things around? 

We need to make sure that we don’t 
concede goals. I was encourage last week 
against Green Gully considering we played 
at one stage with only 9 players, that we 
didn’t concede until about the 82nd minute. 
We were in the game for long periods, we 
closed them down all over the park, and 
I personally think we would have given 
Green Gully a bit of a shock. If I can get 
eleven fit players out on the park each 
week, then I believe we still stand a good 
chance to get out of trouble. I’m not trying 
to make excuses early on, but heading into 
the match against Oakleigh, I’ve already 
got seven seniors players unavailable due to 
injuries or suspensions. It’s a difficult task, 
but that’s our reality. 


The previous coach, Zoran Trajcevski, 
left because he felt the club was a bit 
short in resources to make a difference 
in the VPL. How do you see yourself 
overcoming these obstacles? 

I’ve tried to bring in as much discipline as 
possible amongst the players. We also need 
to be very competitive and aim to shut the 
opposition down quickly. We have to also 
adopt a different philosophy in the way we 
approach, attack and play the game. If, what 
I’m introducing is different to what the 
previous coach had done, then we may have 
a different result. Basically, ’m going to try 
and influence the team with the expertise 
and knowledge that I have gained overseas, 
and hopefully we pick up the points here 
and there, and other results go our way. 


What is your coaching philosophy? 

I’m an attacking minded coach. I like to 
play technical, mobile and quick football. 
I want to play entertaining football that 
creates a lot of opportunities to score goals 
and entertains the crowd. At the same 
token, I understand where this team is at the 
moment and we have to be very disciplined

and very organised when we’re defending. 
We have to eliminate silly mistakes, gaps 
and ball watching that have cost the team to 
loose by the odd goal. 


What’s been your initial impression of 
the Springvale White Eagles set up? 

The facilities are fantastic. They’ve got 
three training fields and the main pitch is 
probably one of the best in Melbourne. The 
club could potentially be one of the best 
in Victoria. The committee is trying to do 
the right thing by the club and its players, 
and hopefully it can get out of this current 
situation. 


What’s been your initial impression of 
the Foxtel Cup? 

Comparing it to the NSW Premier League, 
I would say that they’re more technical in 
Sydney and more physical in Melbourne. 
Having said that, I think the competition 
attracts bigger crowds here than Sydney. 
I’ve only been in Melbourne a couple of 
weeks, but my initial impression is that the 
standard is reasonably good. It’s obvious 
the better teams are being coached correctly. 
They are very disciplined, structured and 
organised. Overall, there’s probably not a 
huge difference. 


Are there enough games left for you to 
make enough of an impact? 

If I can have the best eleven players in the 
squad fit, then I think we can give it a good 
shake. We don’t have the luxury of other 
squads, but it’s the coach’s job to try and 


make a weak team into a reasonable team, 
a reasonable team into a good team, and a 
good team into a team that’s championship 
material. 


Have you ever found yourself in this type 
of predicament before? 

It’s a position that no coach wants to find 
themselves in, but I still believe that if we 
have eleven fit players, week in, week out, 
then I think we can gather enough points to 
go close to surviving. So far, in the week 
since I’ve had the players, they’ve looked 
enthusiastic, they want to train and they’ve 
shown they want to achieve. I think that by 
having a new coach, in this case it’s myself, 
there’s a new belief and a new lease of life, 
that says, hey, maybe we can get out of 
this.
